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QSL Bureau volunteers handle 200,000-plus cards in 8 years

In June, the bureau received 445 
cards, including 15 from Brazil and 
(Chile ana 490 WIAW cards from 
ARAL for Hawai hams. Year-to-date 
{otal is 4,092, just more than half of 
the number received by this te last 
year.

In 
the daytime, the 20, 17, 15, 12, and 


1o-meter bands, called the High 
Bands, ond i be “open” (support 
propagation to DX stations. Before 
dayight, signals begin to appease 
‘tom the east, beginning with 20- 
‘mators and progressing tothe 
higher bands over afew hours. ter 
‘sunset, the signal linger from the 
‘south and west for several urs 
lth the highest frequency bands 
dosing frst in reverse order. 
Daytime DXers tend o follow the 
Maximum Useable Frequency 
(MUF), the highest signal the 
Jnosphere recs. These 
reflections are at vary low angle 
and £0 can travel the longest 
distance fora single reflection (one 
reflection is called a hap)and have 
the highest signal strengths 
Nighttime DX-ing 

From 0-maters dawn in 
fraquency are the nightie bands of 
30,40, 60, 80, and 160-meters, 
‘known as the Low Bands. These 
‘bands are that during the 
daytime hours by absorption inthe 
‘ower layers ofthe fonosphere. After 
the sun begins tose, thase bands 
‘tart o come alive. First, 30,40, and 
‘co-metars may open in late 
afleroan and stay open somewhat 
ator sunrise. 80 and 160-meters, 
however, make fity apis 
transitions around dawn and dusk 
‘Signals tween stations operating 
‘9n80 and 160-meters oan exhibit a 
‘sort (15 ta 30 minute) peak in 
‘Signal strength when the 
‘eastermost stations are lose to 
‘sunrise This is knw a the dawn 
‘enhancement. This ime is good for 
stations with madast equipment to 
‘be on the ai and taka advantage of 
the stronger signals on these more 
dificult DX bands 

+16-metars is known as Top Band 


because ithas the longest wavelangth 
cof any current amateur band. This long 
wavelength requires larger antennas. 
‘Add in more atmospheric noise than at 
higher frequencies and you have a 
challanging situation. That's why some 
ofthe most experianced DXers love Top 
Band DX.ing. Imagine trying to receive 
7 klowatt broadest tation halfway 
‘around the world, That's what the Top 
Band DXeer is after! As efi a this 
task sounds, many ofthe top DXers 
have managed it. 
Contacting a DX station 

Making a call toa DX station requires 
ite more attention ta the canty of 
Your speech and sending than making a 
call lo a nearby ham. Remember: Your 
signal tkely has the same qualities as 
the DX station — hollow or faery ang 
waak — so speak and send extra 
carefully Give the DX station's cal sign 
Using the same phonetics they are 
using and then repeat yours atleast 
twice, using standard phonetics, On 
Morse cade contact, send the DX 
station's cll sign ence and your cll 
sign two or tree times at a speed 
‘matching that ofthe DX station 

DX contacts, except when signals are 
{uite strong. tend tobe shorter than 
contacts with nearby stations. When 
signals are very weak ora station very 
rare, a contact may consist of nothing 
‘mare than confirmation that you each 
hhave the call signs corect and a signal 
report. Ta confirm the contac, both you 
‘an the DX station must get each 
cothers call signs comract. Tada that, use 
standard phonetics (on voice 
transmissions), speak clearly, and 
‘enunciata each Word. New hams often 
dont realize that multiple hops and 
skins around the world have a prety 
Gramatic effect on spaech into,
